Housing In Trouble

C ircleville. Ohio 


A nation with a growing, affluent 
population and a shrinking supply of 
new housing, 
is 
headed for 
serious 
trouble. That is the position the United 
States finds itself in today, and as one 
government official said, “ it’s going 
to get a lot worse before it gets better.” 
High interest rates, a shortage of 
mortgage money, and high construction 
costs have formed a powerful wedge 
against home 
ownership for 
many 
Americans. It has all but wiped out 
available rental housing in some areas. 
The housing shortage has been la­ 
beled critical by high administration of­ 
ficials, housing industry officials, Sen­ 
ate and House investigating committees 
and labor unions. But no one has taken 
significant 
steps 
to 
improve 
the 
situation. 
At the beginning of the year, new 
housing starts were at an annual rate 
of 1 P million, short of the 2 million 
now starts deemed necessary to keep 
up with population 
trends. 
But 
by 
midyear the annual rate has dropped 
to I.Ii million, anc! there have been 
predictions the figure may drop to 
SUO.OOO by the end of the year. 
Affected are not only would-be home 
buyers, but large numbers in forest, 


mills, building and affiliated industries. 
The northeast is the hardest hit by 
the critical shortage, but it is rapidly 
spreading to all parts of the nation. 
Perhaps the single most restrictive 
feature in the national economy af­ 
fecting housing is the tight money 
policy. Lower interest rates and fun­ 
neling of more 
funds 
into mortgage 
lending would provide the most ef­ 
ficacious immediate shot in the arm. 
But the inflated cost of new housing 
would be only partly relieved by new 
monetary or fiscal policies. 
It would be difficult to find any large 
industry in which inflation has taken 
a greater toll than in housing. The 
prediction 
that 
in

near future 
families may be forced to double up 
is only one probable consequence if 
some strong medicine is not soon for­ 
thcoming for a very sick industry.

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Jennings bas noted Ute ap­ 
pearance in growing numbers of 
“short 
cycle 
winners’’ 
and 
terms them subclinically sick. 
“They suffer from energy fati­ 
gue and, unable to recoup, plug 
away but with little success.” 
The major cause of energy 
fatigue is years of doing un­ 
pleasant jobs, forcing the body 
forward as if it were a machine. 
And the symptoms generally 
are associated with “an over­ 
subscription to security equiva­ 
lents.” 
The executive tends to sleep 
more, eat more, drink more and 
to rely on sex, not so much out 
of need as for its use as an emo­ 
tional anesthetic. 
Frequently the executive will 
go in for a spurt of exercise as 
he begats to recognize his dete­ 
rioration. But then he drops it. 
“The truth is,” says Jennings, 
“he is too tired to reorganize his 
career.” 
What brought these execu­ 
tives to their sorry condition? 
“The opportunity to go to the 
top by dint of effort and skill 
was too great to restrain,” Jen­ 
nings believes. “They over-in­ 
vested energy during the climb 
and now, near the top, have no 
reserve fuel with which to live 
up to their reputations.’’ 
For a time they can hide their 
impotence by delegating author­ 
ity. They build strong subordi­ 
nate staffs. They sit back and 
become big shots. 
“The fact of the matter is,” 
Jennings said, “that they use a 
legitimate management respon­ 
sibility—the need for a strong 
staff—to protect their weakness­ 
es. But when a crisis occurs 
they don’t have the energy re­ 
serve to play it cool. They blow 
up.” 
Jennings, who advises both 
corporations on their personal 
situations and individuals on 
their personal careers, has ad­ 
vice for both. 
—For the corporation: Take a 
careful look before hiring an 
outsider or 
promoting 
from 
within a man whose mobility is 
ahead of his age group. He 
could be a worn out thorough­ 


bred who had conic to rest and 
repose.’’ 
—For the individual: A new 
career or at least a sabbatical. 
Since this is often impossible for 
financially insecure executives, 
the more realistic answer lies in 
priority living. 
This means deciding what is 
worthwhile and pleasurable in 
both job and personal life and 
placing them above the unpleas­ 
ant chores. It means setting up 
goals. It means getting rid of ir­ 
ritating chores, if possible. 
It means, essentially, break­ 
ing the bonds and enjoying life. 
Jennings believes that corpo­ 
rations might consider identi­ 
fying certain jobs as killers and 
automatically remove the exec­ 
utive alter a period of time 
without 
humiliating 
him 
or 
damaging his career. 
After recouping his energies 
in a less stressful position, Jen­ 
nings believes, tile executive 
should be available again to 
handle another killer job.

And, for that bit of m aster­ 
minding, 
Williams 
has 
been 
named The Associated Press 
American League manager of 
the year in a nationwide poll of 
sports writers and broadcasters. 
Williams attracted 113 votes 
iii Hie balloting—ll more than 
another freshman manager, Bil­ 
ly Martin, who was dismissed 


after 
leading 
the 
Minnesota 
Twins to the Western Division 
championship. 
Earl Weaver, who guided the 
Baltimore Orioles to a runaway 
triumph in the Eastern Division, 
was third with 70 votes. Lefty 
Phillips, a mid-season replace­ 
m ent who guided California to 
third place, received one vote. 
Williams is in Zambia, Africa, 
filming a hunting show far tele­ 
vision and was not available for 
comment. 
However, late in the season he 
scoffed at the idea when it was 
suggested that he might he 
named the AL’s m anager of the 
year. 
The award should go to Weav­ 
er, Williams said, because he 
won the pennant and “ that’s 
what you’re supposed to do.” 
”1 can tell you one thing,” he 
added, “I’m not going to any of 
those banquets if I get it.” 
Williams had never managed 
anywhere until Bob Short, own­ 
er of the Senators, lured bim 


away from a leisure life ol hunt­ 
ing and fishing with a salary 
and stock in the Senators that 
totaled more than a million dol­ 
lars. 
Williams was presented at the 
start of the season with a group 
of players that had won only 65 
of 161 gomes in 1968.
